TAXATION OF LAND 


Provincial Taxes Will Be 
Levied by New Method 
With New Year 


When a rate of taxation aniounting 
to about $2.00 per quarter section-was 
the total tax required to be levied on: 
the lands’ in tlie province for provin- 
clal or, municipal puposes, the fact ~ 
that these: taxes were lieved on a-flat - 
rate of so much per acre, regardless 
of the value. of the land, did not cause: 
any particular complaint,.as while it 
was not a fair. basis of taxation, the 
amount of taxes payable on each quar- 
ter section was so small that no_par-’’- 
(feular hardship was caused, and the 
fact that a‘man owning’a quarter sec- 
tion worth about:$1,000 paid-as large 
a tax as-a’man owning | @ quarter. sec- 
tion worth $4,000, was not given much 
consideration.

value, rather than on an acreage basis. ~~ 
This. principle-having been recognized 
in connection, with taxes levied direct- 
ly: or indirectly for the. benefit of the 
province at large, the different - act 
through. which. the. province derives~ 
revenue from taxes. on.. lands were 
amended at the last session of the leg- 
islature by legislation introduced: by 
the minister of Municipal Affairs, so 
that beginning with the year 1920, all 
taxes levied by: the province, either. 
directly or indirectly, will be levied | 
according to the value of the land, and 
not according to the area. That is all 
taxes levied on lands outside of organ- 
ized school districts under the Edu- 
cational Tax Act; taxes Jevied. on all + 
lands in the province under the Sup- 
plementary Revenue Act; taxes lev- 
fed on lands outside of» organized 
municipal districts under the Improve- 
ment District Act, and taxes levied,on 
lands subject to taxation. under the 
Wild Lands Tax Act, ‘will be_ levied 
according to the value of the land - 
taxes. The only exception will be the ~~ 
taxation of lands leased from the:Do- - 
minion government, and in these cases 
the taxes will. still be levied on-an 
acreage basis, but-as the rate is low 
it does not create. any great hardship. 

In- preparation for this work, all 
lands outside of organized municipal- 
ities are now being valued under the 
direction of the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs and municipal districts which 
are not already levying their taxes ac. 
cording to land values, will be. re- 
quired to. value all their lands for the 
purpose of taxation under the Supple- 
mentary Revenue Act next year.

They preferred this to any other feed 
and thrived upon it, After the lambs 
were born the ewes were given a 
little bran, oats and ensilage, in addi- 
tion to the hay previously given. The 
lambs soon learned to eat these feeds, 
and in three months reached the 
weights mentioned. :

Of Cast Iron 


Characteristic Believed to Be 
Due to Internal Oxidation 

Amongst the fascinating problems | 
which make engineering science at 
once a most exacting and a most 
fruitful study the characteristic beha- 
viour of metals under varying condi- 
tions provides many curious cases. 
For example, grey cast iron grows 
appreciably in volume when exposed 
to high temperature. This character- 
istic, which causes much trouble in 
cast dies, valve seatings and other 
parts, is believed to be due to internal 
oxidation caused by the penetration 
of hot gases into the metal. A rem- 
edy recently. suggested in England is 
to climinate free graphite from the 
surface of the metal, this being the 
cause of its porosily. Successful re- 
sults have becn obtained by annealing 
the parts for several days in iron rust 
ata temperature of from 1,630 to 1,830 
degrees fahrenheit,

Death Sentence For Spy» 


Austrian Officer in Paris Convicted of 
Giving Information to“Enemy 


Paris.—Captain Funck, of the Aus- 
trian army, has been tricd and sen- 
tenced to death as a spy by a secret 
court-martial here. It appears that 
Captain Funck was in Paris before the 
war began, and remained in the city 
throughout-the hostilities, and it was 
alleged at the trial that he made the 
cnemy acquainted with information 
regarding air raids and long distance 
shelling of Paris. The specific accu- 
sation upon-which, he was convicted 
was: “Communicating information 
concerning the bombardments by Go- 
thas‘and Berthas to the German mili- 
tary attache at Madrid.”
